WASHINGTON, June 7.—()— 
NRA officially and definitely turned 
its back on price fixing today in out- 
lining a new policy that will vequire 
the revision of scores of codes to per- 
mit freer competition. 

The force of the anti-trust laws 
against covert, price - maintaining 
combinations was made unquestivned 
by the new plan. which reduced all 
code restrictions on prices to the sim- 
plest terms, on a base which would 
make arrangements to keep prices up 
difficult if not impossible. 

Only in definite emergencies would 
even a minimum price be fixed for 
any industry or any item. NRA men 
said they believed the new policy rep- 
resented the first agreement of either 
government or any business agency 
on what constituted desirable price 
competition,

The declaration was a product of 
months of ‘economic study, which was 
effected indirectly by activities of 
groups such as the Darrow board.

2. Fixing of even a minimum price 
will be allowed only in cases of de- 
monstrable emergency, threatening de- 
struction of business firms, employ- 
ment or wage levels.

An appeal from the decision given 
Thursday by Judge W&. Marvin Un- 
derwood in the suit of Mrs. Esther 
LaRose Harris, widow of Joel Chan- 
dler Harris, against the Coca-Cola 
Company for $1%,006,000, will be in- 
stituted at once before the United 
States circuit court of appeals in New 
Orleans.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission today 
opened the way for early reconeidera- 
tion of discriminating freight rate 
casea in Georgia. Each member of 
the statehouse delegation has received 
a letter from Chairman William E. 
Lee, of the commission, saying that 
any party to the so-called Consolidat- 
ed State cases which involved the ship- 
ment of granite and marble and other 
monumental stone from Georgia quar- 
ries might apply to the commission 
for “rehearing, reargument or recon- 
sideration.” 

Although Chairman Lee made spe- 
cific mention of only the Consolidated 
Stone cases members of the state dele- 
gation interpret his letter as meaning 
that the commission is willing and 
ready to hear further argument in 
cases affecting the shipment of other 
important Georgia products

STEEL WORKERS 
SPLIT ON VOICE 


Schism Hampers Efforts 
To Bring End To Threat 
of Strikes. 


WASHINGTON, June 
The government moved 
maze of conferences, contradictions, 
statements and denials today in its 
effort to preserve peace in the steel 
industry. 

One of the biggest problems—and 
one which for the time was disre- 
garded while officials talked with 
workers of various beliefs—was the 
question of who spoke for whom on 
the workers’ side of the controversy. 

New evidence cropped up of a 


schism between Mike F. Tighe, pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated Iron, Steel 
and Tin Workers, and the workers’ 
group designated as the “rank and 
file” unit, headed by William J. 
Spang, of Duquesne, Pa. 

Strike May Be Speeded. 

Spang’s committee went to the 
White House late in the day to “see 
the president of the United States 
or go home and prepare for a strike.” 
Its members stated that the strike date 
might be advanced from June 16 to 
one possibly as early as Monday, 
and that Tighe, instead of remain- 
ing out of the capital, should be on 
hand to negotiate. 

The group conferred late today with 
Marvin McIntyre, one of President 
Roosevelt’s secretaries. 

Their efforts to obtain an immedi- 
ate conference with the president him- 
self failed. 

After a brief conference with Me- 
Intyre the union leaders left the 
White House. They said they would 
return tomorrow. 

While waiting in the White House 
lobby the delegation issued a formal 
mimeographed statement, saying: 

“Today the right of collective bar- 
gaining has been written into the na- 
tional recovery law. We are going 
to the White House to ask President 
Roosevelt if 300,000 steel workers 
have got to strike to enforce that 


law.’ 
Authority Denied. 

_ Tighe, at Cleveland, said of the 
“see the president or strike” state- 
ment that Spang’s group was without 
authority and disapproved of NRA of- 
ficials dealing with the group. 

Shortly after this long-distance ex- 
change of views, Tighe announced at 
Cleveland he was coming to W ashing- 
ton tomorrow at the _ invitation of 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, the recovery admin- 
istrator. 

The explanation here was that 
Tighe had been cafled in by Johnson 
to participate in a general conference 
between the administrator, his aids 
and Secretary Perkins to find out who 
spoke with authority for the majority 
of the steel mill workers back home. 

Talk With Spang. 

In the interim, Johnson, Miss Per- 
kins and Edward F. McGrady, assist- 
ant NRA administrator for labor, sat 
down in Miss Perkins’ office to talk 
with Spang and his men. 

The talk ended abruptly with open 
evidence of discord

Adjouzament Hope Grows. 

There is a growing feeling in Wash- 
ington that the congressional end will 
be reached next week but only if the 
threatened steel strike is held off and 
opportunity given for enactment of 
whatever labor legislation is regarded 
as necessary by the president to meet 
this and other labor situations. 

House leaders tonight tentatively 
set next Friday as the end of the 
session, 

Democratic leaders continue to urge 
President Roosevelt to abridge the leg- 
islative program he has outlined for 
the remainder of the session in an 
effort to hasten adjournment. 

The result depended upon whether 
the chief executive could be prevailed 
upon to abandon the Wagner labor 
disputes bill and this, in turn, it was 
said, hung upon developments in the 
threatened steel strike. 

Would Delay Bills. 

Party leaders are anxious to let 
both the Wagner bill and the admin- 
istration housing bill go over until 
next session. The elimination of these 
measures would leave the senate with 
only the silver bill, the second de- 
ficiency bill and a few conference re- 
ports to dispose of before quitting. 

For several days they have been 
trying to persuade the president to 
take their view of the situation, and 
today they spoke optimistically of 
the .possibility of adjournment by 
June 16, dependent upon the progress 
of negotiations to settle the labor 
problem in the steel industry. 

Yields in Part. 

This was generally interpreted on 
Capitol Hill to mean that he presi- 
dent was ready to let the housing bill 
go over until next winter, but was 
holding out for enactment of the 
Wagener bill now, for the sake of 
whatever help it might be“—n meeting 
the demands of the steel workers.

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FRANCE, ENGLAND 
AGREE ON ARMS 


Will Keep Meet Open 
With Hope Germany Re- 
turns to Parley. 


GENEVA, June 7.—(7)—A _ com- 
promise agreement was reached to- 
night by representatives of the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and France 


on a disarmament conference program 
providing negotiations for the return 
of Germany. 

After a long discussion upon vary- 
ing viewpoints following a dinner giv- 
en by the French foreign minister, 
Louis Barthou, announcement was 
made that an agreement had _. been 
reached on a program to rescue the 
faltering conference. 

Although the nature of the agree- 
ment was not fully revealed, it was 
said to be a compromise between the 
proposal of Arthur Henderson, presi- 
dent of the conference, for an ad- 
journment while political differences 
are cleared up, and that of Barthou 
for the conference to go ahead with 
certain studies. 

The Associated Press learned the 
compromise provides specifically for 
negotiations by governments for the 
return of Germany to the conference. 

It was arranged that the confer- 
ence will continue technically, but it 


is expected not to seek decisions on impression promulgated in some quar- 


vital issues before Germany is back 
within the fold. 

Everything hinges upon Germany's 
return, to which statesmen are confi- 


dently looking forward. 

It was understood that France 
made big concessions in order to save 
the conference. Barthon and other 
French delegates were said to be in 
a conciliatory mood. 

Archbishop’s Comment. 

The archbishop of Canterbury, in 
an address before the convocation o 
the Province of Canterbury today, 
said he “cannot help but deplore the 
attitude of M. Barthou.” 

“I should have thought the real 
risk to France lay in perpetuating 
enmity with Germany,” he said. “If 
France almost contemptuously rejects 
even the most reasonable proposals 
Germany puts forward, then it is 
certain this element of risk must be 
deepened.” 

The reference was taken to be to 
French refusal to agree to a plan 
which would have allowed Germany 
some rearmament while other nations 
retained their present strength. 


GERMANY DENIES PLAN 
TO RETURN TO GENEVA 

BERLIN, June 7.—(UP)—A gov- 
ernment spokesman declared emphat- 
ically today that Germany has no in- 
tention of returning to the arms con- 
ference or the League of Nations. 

The United Press was informed the 
nazis still resent the arms parley’s 
refusal to grant Germany arms equal- 
ity. Rumors to the contrary are with- 
out foundation. The move is seen 
here as a last-minute effort to bol- 
ster the League’s prestige and save 
the conference. 

“Germany is not thinking of re- 
turning to the conference or the 
League,” the spokesman said. “The 


ters abroad that we desire or might 
be induced to return to Geneva is 
devoid of truth. 

“We do not say we never will re- 
turn to the League at any time, but 
we await first a settlement of dis- 
armament issues and, second, to see 
whether the League is going to be 
reorganized.”

“Sorrell amd Son,” a best selling 
novel of a decade ago, has retained 
its strong and compelling quality. It 
was made as a silent picture at that 
time, and now a new talkie version 
is offered, again with H. B. Warner 
heading the cast of able English play- 
ers.

Dora, who deserted her husband and 
son, returns, a wealthy, handsome 
widow, and tries to win Sorrell back, 
but he rebuffs her. Kit has studied to 
be a surgeon, and his career promises 
to be a brilliant one. After an opera- 
tion, Kit contracts blood poisoning, 
due to a defect in the rubber gloves 
he wore while operating. His life is 
imperiled, and Sorrell sees the son to 
whom he has devoted his whole life 
on the brink of death. 

The experience is a moving one. It 
serves to create a stronger bond be- 
tween father and son, and to aid the 
young man in winning the love of 
Molly, a pretty young novelist, who 
has previously refused to marry him.

“Is it any wonder,” asked Van 
Loon, “that they die of dry rot?” 

Then Van_ Loon produced a picture 
he had drawn of Tahiti. “See,” he 
said, pointing to a row of trees, “How 
prim it is. You might as well be in 
New England.” . 

From Tahiti in particular, Van 
Loon passed on to tropical regions in 
general as habitats for the white man. 
Commenting on the vital importance 
of Geography and climate as a factor 
in the development of individual civi- 


lizations he declared that, except as 
trading outposts, the tropics are “out” 
for the white man. 

“He keeps his white skin, but psy- 
chologically he becomes a native.

CUBA’S FREEDOM. 


An interesting feature of the re- 
cently signed treaty between this 
country and Cuba, by which we 
agree to stand hands off, is how 
this is going to affect United States 
investments in Cuba, chief of which 
is the sugar industry. 

It will be just too bad if those 
investments cannot take care of 
themselves; but since the United 
States has agreed to refrain from 
interfering in any manner with Cu- 
ban internal affairs, it is up to them 
to do the best they can. 

Cuba, of course, must realize 
that it is to her interest to deal 
fairly with American investments in 
the sugar industry on the island. 
Should she do otherwise this coun- 
try would have other means than 
actual aggression to deal with the 
hostile attitude of our island neigh- 
bor, with which we wish to be 
friendly. 

We have recently made a marked 
concession to Cuba in enlarging the 
quota of sugar shipments to tRis 
country and in making a reduction 
in the tariff rate. This means much 
to Cuba. 

Should her government be un- 


‘hostility against American interests 
in the republic, a reduction of the 
/sugar quota and an increase in the 
tariff would do more in a week to 
assure fair treatment than the whole 
American fleet could do in a month. 


Cuba is probably learning that 


‘freedom does not mean merely the 


signing of a few papers. She is 
still faced with the problem of win- 
ning her economic freedom, now 
that the United States has signed a 
new treaty which relinquishes the 
protectorate which we maintained 
through the Platt amendment. 


The Platt amendment, which was 
much in the news a year ago dur- 
ing the rule of President Gerardo 
Machado, who was forced to flee his 
country and who now remains a 
fugitive in this country, made it 
mandatory on the United States to 
intervene in Cuba should it become 
necessary to do so in order to main- 
tain law and order and protect the 
rights of our and other nations’ na- 
tionals. 

The amendment was a sore spot 
with the fiery and temperamental 
Latins, both in Cuba and in South 
America. 

Now that the new treaty cancels 
this amendment, Cuba apparently 
finds, after a brief celebration, that 
there is no real change. 

The problems of Cuba are in- 
evitably bound up with this coun- 
try. She must look to us for trade 
and for a market for her own goods. 
Cuba may be free politically, but 
She can never be free economically 
as long as she is a one-crop nation 
with sugar as that crop.. And she 
must deal fairly with American in- 
terests in that industry.

A Little Knowledge of Bacteriology 
Is Dangerous. 

By a little knowledge I mean what 
the wiseacre layman knows.

In modern surgery some antiseptic 
may be used in preparing the field of 
operation, or for the first aid disin- 
fection of an accidental wound, but 
after that the skilled surgeon or phy- 
sician rarely uses any other antisep- 
tic than plain soap and water. Like- 
wise in modern medical practice the 
physician and nurse trained in caring 
for patients ill of communicable germ 
disease rely wholly upon plain soap 
and water cleanliness plus_ special 
knowledge of the technic of asepsis. 

_ The repeated application of antisep- 
tic liquids to the mucous lining of 
throat, nose or mouth is of dq@pbtful 
advantage in any case and is certainly 
a detriment in many cases.

A protective dress- 
ing of petrolatum from collapsible 
tube. or perhaps o° doc salve if the 
wound is painful op irritated. or flex- 
ible collodion, or dry gauze and band- 
age, or adhesive plaster, is much more 
conducive to prompt healing.

I have urged adoption of my amend- 
ment because growers of tobacco in 


/my district and in the southern part 


Georgia carry their tobacco to 
warehouses where bids are offered by 
burers without the benefit of govern- 
ment grading and inspection. Prices 
at the warehouse vary from 40 to 
100 per cent and I know of one case 


where a grower received a bid of 7 


cents a pound for a truckload of to- 
bacco in the morning and on the aft- 


-ernoon of the same day the tobacco 


was offered for sale on the floor of 
another warehouse in the same city 
where it brought 15 cents a pound.” 

Representative Parker expressed 
keen disappointment at the action of 
the house in refusing to accept the 
Deen amendment. 

“Last year.” he said, “Georgia pro- 
duced $6,000,000 worth of tobacco. 
Producers sold tobacco grown in Geor- 
gia for 11 1-2 cents a pound. If 
received a fair and just 
price the tobacco would have yielded

IT’S UP TO THE WOMEN

XVII—FARM LIFE EXHAUSTING. 


So many women are inarticulate, 
especially when they live in rural dis- 
tricts where they have little opportu- 
nity of mixing with other women. 
The city woman can sit on her stvop 
vf a summer night and chat with 
many neighbors. 

The country woman may live not 
so far away from a neighbor, but 
her daily round of toil is so exhaust- 
ing that even the effort of a short 
walk is more than she can face at 
the end of her daily work. She often 
carries heavy anxieties for the health 
of her children without daring to call 
in a doctor because of the expense en- 
tailed. Many things are more diffi- 
cult to obtain in rural districts than 
in our big cities and I hope very 
much that when we are considering 
how to improve the life on the farm 
we will give some very special thought 
to the life of the women and children, 
which on the whole is harder than 
that of the men. 

In -the first place the farm woman 
has very little opportunity for earn- 
ing any money which she can call 
exclusively her own and this makes 
her entirely dependent on her hus- 
band. Also her opportunities for get- 
ting into town and seeing and doing 
things are much more limited. She 
has living creatures that have to be 
cared for and therefore cannot leave 
for very long periods of time. 

I think the way in which farm 
women are tied down is well illus- 
trated by the story of a friend of 
mine who was extremely interested in 
a building which was going up some 
ten minutes’ walk from her farm 
house. I asked her one day why 
she did not go and see it and her 
response was, “I haven’t been outside 
of my yard in nine months except 
to take the children to the doctor.” 
It is not only the exhaustion of hav- 
ing many tasks but it is the fact that 
those tasks are never ending and 
that they demand her presence prac- 
tically all of the time. 

The farm woman does nowadays 
often have a radio and more papers 
and letters find their way into farm 
homes than in the old days but we 
have not given nearly as much 
thought to the proper recreation for 
young people and women on farms as 
we have to the recreation of young 
people and women who live in crowd- 
ed city districts. Nor have we given 
as much thought to the health of 
people in the country. We take it 
for granted that people living in the 
country are nearer to the food supplies 


‘land do not require the effort of edu- 


cation which has been put into teach- 
ing city mothers how to feed and 
eare for their babies and for them- 
selves. 

And yet there is really less oppor- 
tunity on isolated farms to learn from 


each other and you will often find the 
farmer sending all the milk to town - 
and feeding his children on condensed 
milk, sending all the vegetables to the 
market or grocer and keeping none for 
the children. He will buy certain 
foods for the cattle but rarely puts 
the same amount of thought into what 
he should feed his own family, with 
the result that there is much under- 
nourishment in the country districts 
and oftentimes many serious physica! 
defects which go undiscovered and un- 
cared for because they do not have the 
advantage of the health agencies to 
call upon which the children in the 
city districts have. 
Much more should be done in educa- 
tion for our rural children. We have 
worked out very little in the way of 
special courses and curriculum for 
them and yet there is real prepara- 
tion for rural life needed, which should 
be started in all the schools from the 
time they are small. children.

Early Adjustment of Debts. 
Between U. S., Soviet Russia 
Sought To Bolster Trade 


Attorney-General Cummings’ Decision on De. 
faulting Nations Is Setback to Move- 


ment To Expand Commerce.

NEW YORK, June 7.—(#)—An 
early adjustment of the debt contro- 
versy between Russia and the United 
States which will reopen the avenues 
of trade for which foundations were 
laid by American recognition of the 
Soviet regime, is anticipated in im- 
portant financial and commercial 
quarters interested in trade with Rus- 


a. 

The decision of Attorney-General 
Cummings on May 5 that Russia was 
in default to the United States, was 
a distinct setback to the movement 
to expand trade between the two 
far-flung countries to which exten- 
sion of credit is forbidden by the 
recently enacted Johnson law. 

Plans to extend credit to the soviet 
union for purchase of American goods, 
however, may be revived with a so- 
lution of the debt problem, and it is 
understood in sources usually well- 
informed on Russian affairs that dis- 
puted points now remaining revolve 
chiefly about the rate of interest 
which the Russians must pay. 

Conference Interrupted. 

No final solution of the claims and 
counter-claims of indebtedness between 
the two nations was reached during 
the visit of Foreign Minister Lit- 
vinoff to Washington, incident to rec- 
ognition, last November, but the prob- 
lem was left for further negotiation. 
Discussions recently have been in 


progress between Ambassador Bullitt | 


and Foreign Minister Litvinoff in 
Moscow, but were interrupted by Lit- 
vinoff’s trip to Geneva, and the am- 
bassador’s leaving for a vacation. 

How. soon the negotiations may 
resumed is not known in Russian- 
American circles here, but it is be- 
lieved the summer may well see the 
matter settled. 

What form the settlement may take 
is not known, but a precedent was 
set in 1928 by the credit agreement 
between the Amtorg Trading Co., as 
representing the soviet union com- 
mercially, and the General Electric 
Co. Under this agreement, General 
Electric was one of the few private 
corporations which, although in a 
roundabout way, managed to collect 
its claims against Russia. 

The soviet union, in view of the 
huge indebtedness of the czarist gov- 
ernment, and the extensive borrow-

First Settlement. 

When the settlement is finally 
made, persons well-informed in Rus- 
sian affairs say that will probably be 
something like this: Suppose a lump 
sum of $100,000,000 is determined as 
the net amount owed to the United 
States after balancing off various 
claims and counter-claims—of course 
it might. be considerably larger. The 
Russians would negotiate a long-term 
commercial credit of $100,000,000, 
agree to pay a fair rate of interest 
over a period of 34 years, and also 
agree to add 5 per cent to the fair 
rate of interest so that payment of 
this extra 3 per cent over roughly 
34 years would amount to that $100,- 
000,000. In addition, of course, it 
would then owe the original $100,- 
000,000 borrowed, repayment of which

Passing up the scale of turtle adap- 
tations a notch and leaving the logger- 
head to his home in the green tropical 
oceans, we come to a class of tu 
that have been altogether too lit 
studied. These are the snappers, 
known technically as the family 
Chelydridae. Georgia has two and 
possibly three species of this family, 
the one I am choosing today being 
el common species Chelydra serzen- 
A local name for the species is log- 
gerhead. I know an industrious een 
herpetologist at the University of 
Michigan who once caught 20 of these 
terrible-jawed turtles by wading bare- 
footed in muddy water and finding 
them with his feet. He wanted them 
Worse than I ever have. If I had 
done that, I would not have a toe 
left to wiggle, 

€ jaws of this turtle are remark- 
ably strong and can crush as well as 
cut. They leave no doubt in the vic- 
tim’s mind when they bite down, for 
the member disappears. I have known 
them to bite a stick and retain that 
terrible grip on it even after the head 
was severed from the body. The 
head, by all odds, is the ugliest of 
the turtle tribe. Tomorrow I am go- 
Ing to show you a picture of another 
Species that will give you an idea of 
the utter lack of beauty of the snap- 
ping turtle tribe. 
Georgia specimens reach 50 pounds 
In weight. I am convinced that the 
largest one has never been caught, as 
In the case of so many of our native 
species of fish. The back is smooth, 
but very often is covered with a mat- 
ted growth of filamentous algae, giv- 
ing rise to the seldom-heard name of 
moss-back turtle. The tail reminds 
one strongly of the appearance of the 
most grotesque member of the dino- 
saur clan, for it bears on the upper 
surface a series of bony ridges similar 
to those borne by Stegosaurus on his 
back. The feet are broadly webbed 
and equipped with strong, recurved 
claws that serve to rend prey that 
struggles too much. The massive leg 
muscles are indicative of the tremen- 
dous power that these ugly brutes can 
exert in the water. 


I have kept small specimens in 
tanks, feeding them on living fish, to 
watch with a sort of horrified fascina- 
tion the slow but inevitable death of 
the fish in the jaws of the turtle. The 
head moves slowly forward toward 
the unsuspecting prey, then darts with 
a serpentine stroke to chop a section 
from the fish’s body. That movement, 
I suspect, was what inspired the 
specific name “serpentina” for this 
species. It is an adequate name for 
an animal that I respect almost as 
much as his larger cousin, the alliga- 
tor snapper, which will be discussed 
and portrayed tomorrow.
